Amateur radio operators comprise a large percentage of the 
SKYWARN™ volunteers across the country. The Amateur ra- 
dio operators also provide vital communication between the 
NWS and emergency management if normal communications 
become inoperative. 

All SKYWARN™ spotters provide critical weather information before, during

NOTE: As of 11/13/2021 - The issuance of SRD numbers has been delayed. Plans are to have these numbers issued 
before the event begins. 


SKYWARN™ Recognition Day was developed in 1999 by the National Weather Service and the American Radio 
Relay League. It celebrates the contributions that volunteer SCYWARN™ radio operators make to the National 
Weather Service. During the day SKYWARN™ operators visit NWS offices and contact other radio operators 
across the world. 


1. Object: SKYWARN™ Recognition Day serves to celebrate the contributions to public safety made by amateur 
radio operators Skywarn Spotters during threatening weather. 


Amateur stations to exchange QSO information with as many National Weather Service Stations as possible on 
80, 40, 20, 15, 10, 6, and 2 meter bands plus the 70 centimeter band. Contacts via repeaters are permitted. 


Non-Amateur Radio Spotters to exchange weather information as often as possible via Social Media with NWS 
Offices. 


2. Date: NWS stations may operate at any time during December 5, 2020 from 0000 - 2400 UTC. 


3. Exchange: Call sign, signal report, QTH, and a one or two word description of the weather occurring at your site

("sunny", "partly cloudy", "windy", etc.). 


4. Modes: NWS stations will work various modes including SSB, FM, AM, RTTY, CW, and PSK31. While 
working digital modes, special event stations will append "NWS" to their call sign (e.g., NOA/NWS). NWS 
offices may also participate via Social Media platforms throughout the 24 hour period. 


5. Station Control Operator: It is suggested that during SRD operations a non-NWS volunteer should serve as a 
control operator for your station. 


6. Event and QSL Information: The National Weather Service will provide event information via the internet. 


Event certificates will once again be electronic and printable from the main website after the conclusion of SRD.

Winter Field Day is Just Ahead 


Field Day is not just for summertime anymore. 
Winter Field Day, sponsored by the Winter 
Field Day Association (WFDA), will take place 
over the January 28-29 weekend, and it can be a 
terrific time to prep for ARRL Field Day in 
June. The annual event’s stated purpose is to en- 
courage emergency operating preparedness in 
the winter, but it’s also an excuse to get out of 
the house and enjoy the great outdoors. Accord- 
ing to the WFDA, getting ready for emergency 
communication in a winter environment is just 
as important as the preparations and practice 
that take place each June during ARRL Field Day, and — let’s face it — it’s 
not cold and snowy everywhere during the winter months. Your local cli- 
mate could be quite the opposite. 


“Don’t let those winter doldrums keep you locked up in the house,” the 
WFEDA says. “Get out and play some radio!” The WFDA said it believes 
that maintaining operating skills should not be limited to fair-weather sce- 
narios. 


The event, which got its start in 2007, is not restricted to North America. All 
Amateur Radio operators around the world are invited to participate, and 
there are three entry categories — indoor, outdoor, and home. The rules are 
similar to those for ARRL Field Day. Operation will take place on all HF 
bands except 12, 17, 30, and 60 meters, as well as on VHF, UHF, and satel- 
lite. The event runs 24 hours. US and Canadian stations exchange call sign, 
operating category, and ARRL or RAC section. 


The WFDA encourages both group and solo operation, and if you’re not up 
for an outdoor winter adventure involving Amateur Radio, you can operate 
from the comfort of your shack. As the WFDA says on its Facebook page, 
“The object is winter fun!” 


Winter Field Day will be hosted by Steve Weber AF5VR on January 29th 
and 30th,2022 at his location at 1529 Beaugh St., Church Point, LA.

Ingredients: 


1/4 cup Dijon mustard 

1/2 tsp garlic powder 

Kosher salt 

Freshly ground black pepper 
1 (4-6 lb.) spiral cut ham 


1 cup packed brown sugar 
1/3 cup honey 

1 cup apple cider 

1/4 cup Dijon Mustard 

1/4 tsp smoked paprika 


Directions: 
1. Combine sugar, honey, cider, mustard, paprika and garlic powder in a 
medium sauce pan and season with salt and pepper. Whisk ingredients to- 
gether and bring to a simmer. Cook until reduced slightly, about 5-7 min- 
utes. 

2. Place ham in slow cooker and 
separate slices slightly. Pour glaze 
over ham and place lid on slow | 
cooker. Basting every hour, cook 
on low for 4-6 hours depending 
on size of the ham. Serve with the 
glaze on the side.
